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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in this 
application because the drawings filed on 2/4/02 are informal. Applicant is advised to 
employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



4. Claims 1 , 5, 6, 8-12, 14, 18-23, 25, 29-33, 35, 39-42, 44, 45, 47, and 50-53 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chen et al (2002/0101909). 

Regarding claims 1, 5, 6, 9-12, 14, 18, 20-23, 25, 29, 31-33, 35, 39, 41-45, 
47, 50, 52, and 53, Chen, as shown in figures 1-4, teaches a method and 
apparatus for managing finger resources in a CDMA communication system 
comprising plurality of the fingers for despreading and correlating the received 
signal with a plurality of the PN sequences wherein the number of fingers are 
selectively configured to correlate the received signal sample with the PN 
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sequence based on the availability of the fingers. See also paragraphs [0008], 
[0014] - [0016], [0018] - [0020], and [0025] - [0029]. 

Regarding claims 8, 19, 30, 40, 51, Chen further teaches the unused 
fingers can be used for other purposes. See paragraph [0020]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 54-58 are allowed over prior art of record. 

6. Claims 2-4, 7, 13, 15-17, 24, 26-28, 34, 36-38, 43, 46, 48, and 49 are objected to 
as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. References Chang et al (6,249,251), Bierly et al (6,421,372), and 
McDonough et al (2004/0062300) are cited because they are pertinent to method and 
apparatus for dynamically assigning number of correlators for correlating the received 
signal based on their availability.
